This building is situated in a predominantly mining and industrial 
district, so precautions had to be taken against possible future 
subsidence. The result is a rigid structure bearing on the ground 
at a limited number of points, with facilities provided for re- 
levelling the building by hydraulic jacks. The ground floor slab is 
not suspended as is the moving superstructure. 

To keep the load on the foundation beam as light as possible, 
Jonwindows Curtain Walling was chosen forthe external cladding. 
Fixing the curtain walling involved many problems. In the first 
place it hangs from the upper floors and does not even rest on the 
ground floor slab, being merely anchored there to resist wind and 
weather.

Another difficulty is that the 4-storey teaching block is actually 
two buildings entirely separated by a 3” structural break and 
which could move either towards or away from each other in the 
event of subsidence. Curtain walling was even used at this break, 
a weathered sliding joint in pressed metal trims (a breather joint) 
being designed to allow for movement—and this joint had to be 
incorporated wherever the break line was crossed by the curtain 
walling; in fact it was required in blind boxes, cills, etc., as well, 
for they had been made firm fixtures to the hanging curtain. 

These are but two examples of the difficulties which had to be 
overcome in one particular job, but Jonwindows Curtain Walling 
has been developed through such work as this.

Research into the causes of pitting of copper tube, which is confined to certain types 
of water, has been continuous over the last few years. As each new possibility was 
revealed, the manufacturing operations at Yorkshire Imperial have been modified 
during this period to minimise the danger. The ‘ Kite’ Mark is an indication that 
the tubes bearing this mark are made with full precautions and inspection techniques 
(including electronic inspection) at every stage to ensure that the tubes comply 


rigidly with the Specifications, including freedom from dangerous films.

The Semi-Skilled in Industry 


THAT THE MAJORITY of boys who enter 
industry as non-apprentices receive no 
systematic training was condemned as a 
negative policy, not conducive to future 
prosperity and efficiency, by Mr. G. H. 
Lowthian, MBE, speaking for the Indus- 
trial Training Council who on Tuesday 
published its booklet, ‘Training Boys 
in industry—the Non-Apprentice.’ 

Although many sections of industry do 
run training and deferred _ selection 
schemes, the Council are convinced that 
n general a new approach is needed. To 
this end they have issued this booklet to 
guide and to pursuade employers to intro- 
duce a measure of systematic training for 
semi-skilled and unskilled workers. 
They recommend practical training 
coupled with further education in tech 
nical colleges; the latter to be achieved 
ideally by day release. 

‘Provision should also be included,’ 
states the Council, ‘for the transfer to 
craft apprenticeship during training, of 
boys who show aptitude or suitability.’ 
This would make provision for those who 
develop more slowly than others. 

Mr. Lowthian pointed out that craft 
training, especially in the building 
industry, was progressing rapidly and was 
far in advance of the training of the semi- 
skilled. This was in some respects an 
unhealthy sign; a shortsighted policy in 
view of rapid technological developments.

IS THE FREQUENTLY QUOTED PARALLEL between the building 
industry and the agricultural industry of real importance 
in the realm of advisory and information services? The 
need of the farmer to obtain advice appropriate to his own 
neighbourhood, indeed to the soil condition of his indivi- 
dual holding, can be appreciated, but the architect and 
the builder are seeking advice on man-made materials, 
and a highly efficient organisation with unlimited scientific 
data and research facilities at a central location must 
surely remain the economic source of advice and informa- 
tion. No doubt the intention of the Building Research 
Board to continue its investigation into the level of staff, 
both building and architectural, reached by the present 
system of information distribution will reveal some sur- 
prises, for are there not many who receive but do not 
study? The younger generation of members of the building 
team must be made aware of the availability of sound 
advice and guidance and learn to appreciate the difference 
between a BRS Digest and a BSS or BSCP.

A first-hand example of this practice came to notice 
quite recently. A regional hospital board asked an archi- 
tect in private practice to prepare a scheme for certain 
ward accommodation as single-storey buildings.

All architects understand, of course, that there must 
be give and take as between client and architect, but the 
example given could be matched by many practitioners.

in circumstances where the control of so much work is 
centred in official hands, the individual architect in private 
practice is badly placed to act.

Long-Range Planning on a Statewise Basis in California 


WITH ITS spectacular and continuing 
economic growth and the high degree of 
mobility demanded by its citizens, the 
State of California has paid particular 
attention to its highway development. 
Legislative policies have ensured con- 
tinuity in long-range planning and fos- 
tered steady and orderly progress with 
the result that there is now a network 
of state highways which is recognised as 
being one of the best, if not the best, in 
the USA. New improvements are rapidly 
meeting the state’s still mounting high- 
way needs. 

Motor vehicle registration in California 
now stands at about 7,650,000, represent- 
ing more than one motor vehicle for 
every two of its 15m. citizens. It has 
been estimated that by 1980 the roads 
will be used by more than double the 
present number of cars and trucks, and 
highway construction is now being 
planned to meet future demands. 


A Monumental Task 


An important link in the solution of 
this vast traffic problem is the ‘ Freeway’ 

the highway that is free of oncoming 
traffic and intersections. A full freeway 
permits no turns across oncoming traffic 
and limits access to strategic points; 
intersecting roads are carried over or 
under the main highway. Where, for any 
reason, a full freeway cannot imme- 
diately be built, a so-called ‘ Expressway ’ 
with cross-traffic at certain intersections 
is allowed as a temporary expedient. 
Under the proposed California freeway 
system some 12,241 miles of freeways, 
expressways and other controlled access 
highways are planned to be completed by 
1980. These will carry from one-half 
to three-fourths of all the motor vehicle 
traffic in the state. 

The master plan for this freeway 
system, known as SCR 26, is the first 
American highway plan of its type ever 
attempted on a statewise basis without 
regard to city, county or state jurisdic- 
tion. Under it, the State of California 
Department of Public Works was called 
upon to undertake a study to provide the 
basis for an overall plan with city streets 
and county roads included in the poten- 
tial routes as well as state highways.

In preparing the plan over a period of 
18 months the Highways Division of the 
Department of Public Works worked 
closely with a Legislature-appointed com- 
mittee of city and county officials, and 
county and city engineering staffs 
extended full co-operation, often joining 
in retaining engineering consultants. A 
total of 23 separate meetings were held 
involving 730 county representatives and 
officials from 280 cities. 

It has been estimated that the freeway 
system evolved from these studies could 
be built over the next 20 years at a 
possible cost of $10.5 thousand million, 
without changes in the present highway 
revenue structure as it applies to federal, 
state and local financing. The proposed 
network would consist of 10,722 miles 
which are already a part of the 14,000- 
mile state highway system, including 
2,200 miles of national inter-state routes. 
The remaining 1,519 miles would be 
streets and roads currently under city or 
county jurisdiction or not yet con- 
structed. The plan is geared to an 
estimated population in 1980 of 31m. and 
to motor vehicle registrations of 17m. 
with yearly travel by cars and trucks of 
some 200,000m. vehicle miles. The 
current annual travel in California is 
estimated at 65,000m. miles 

In recent years construction emphasis 
has, in fact, been on freeways and by the 
end of 1958 a total of 626 miles of full 
freeway were in operation and another 


An interchange on the Fairmont US 80 freeway 


218 miles were under construction. In 
addition, most of the state’s 864 miles 
of expressways were intended for future 
conversion to freeway status. Freeway 
routes covering 486 miles were adopted 
during 1958, bringing to 4,691 the total 
mileage of roads which will eventually 
become freeways on the state highway 
system. 

The Division of Highways prepares 
plans and estimates on highway ‘projects 
well ahead of actual construction date 
and this long-range planning enables 
funds for state highway purposes to be 
put to immediate use. This has paid off 
well and has also enabled additional 
money in the form of anti-recession 
funds to be put to work at once. 


Improved Equipment 

New or improved methods and equip- 
ment are enabling this accelerated pro- 
gramme of highway construction to be 
met. These include the use of electronic 
computers, photogrammetry and new sur- 
veying and map checking devices such as 
the stereoplotter and geodetic distance 
meter. 

During a 12-month period, the Cali 
fornia Division of Highways spends abou: 
$4.5m. on some 1,350 pieces of new 
equipment. At the end of 1958, the Divi- 
sion’s automotive and maintenance equip- 
ment inventory was valued at $23.5m. 
and over the past five years the number 
of units has increased by nearly 30 per 
cent compared with an increase in statf 
of only four, from 616 to 620. 

A new $1,377,000 headquarters 
laboratory building was recently opened 
at Sacramento for the Division's 
Materials and Research Department 
which will help ensure high standards of 
quality and effectiveness for materials 
used. Its work will include such matters 
relating to freeway safety as dividing 
Strip barriers, and full-scale tests are 
being carried out on various guard rails, 
using remote controlled automobiles and 
special cameras and other equipment to 
record results. This research is of great 
importance to the programme.

Sub-Standard Building 


siR,—Your reference to ‘some cases of 
sub-standard building’ by a Labour cor- 
respondent is very interesting. It is 
obvious to those with the slightest know- 
ledge of the building industry that labour 
is out of hand, the principal reason being 
that so many people are trying to get so 
much done in such a short time. 

Why do not the leaders of our industry 
realise that it is far better for a job to be 
done properly, even though it should take 
a little longer, and advise their clients 
accordingly? The builders are being used 
for the benefit of the financiers, and I 
suggest architects should give the lead by 
insisting upon a reasonable standard of 
workmanship and allowing a reasonable 
time for carrying out the work, instead 
of inserting the clause ‘Time is the 
essence of the contract.’ 

We still have a fair number of crafts- 
men in the industry but they are being 
spoilt by the slapdash-make-money-quick 
crowd, who have no interest in what they 
produce, their sole object being the size 
of their pay packet at the end of the week, 
and it matters not to them if their pro- 
ducts fall down during the week follow- 
ing. 

Until the industry can prevent such 
an attitude, Mr. Woodbine Parish will 
have to go on criticising shoddy work.

The Precinct in Urban Renewal 


sir,—Your correspondent Senex (* The 
Builder,” August 19) raises several im- 
portant matters that need prompt atten- 


tion if suburban replanning is to be 
adequate to future requirements. Most 
suburban areas have grown up with 


their shopping centres struggling along the 
main roads. This development is rarely 
in any great depth laterally; in fact, it 
is quite commonly flanked on both sides 
by residential roads. 

The idea of turning a length of the 
main shopping road into a precinct with 
by-passes on either side has its attrac- 
tions; appropriately landscape-gardened 
and furnished with seats and shelters it 
could become a place of beauty and 
spiritual refreshment as well as safety. 
I'm afraid, however, that difficulty would 
often be found in forming suitable by- 
passes for through traffic and vehicular 
access to the rear of such a contrived pre- 
cinct, for the reason that the flanking 
roads are generally residential, and the 
residents would strongly object to these 
being turned into busy main thorough- 
fares. If such a course were practicable. 
however, it would probably be the most 
economical to adopt since it would in 
volve a minimum of disturbance to the 
existing order of things. 

Many of the older suburban shopping 
centres are almost completely obsolescent, 
frequently consisting largely of old houses 
converted, the shops being of one storey 
built out over the former front gardens, 
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the back gardens being used for storage 
and vehicular access. Thus there is 
often a considerable depth suitable for re- 
development. 

There are at least two alternatives to 
your correspondent’s proposal: (1) Com- 
prehensive replanning and redevelopment, 
possibly over a long period of time, at 
great cost but with the highest degree of 
ultimate efficiency; (2) Retaining the 
main through road in its existing form 
and redeveloping obsolescent property on 
either side in depth in the form of a 
series of shopping precincts, possibly 
intercommunicating so as to avoid the 
pedestrian use of the main road pave 
ments as much as possible. 

With the great amount of piecemeal re- 
building to existing building lines which 
is now taking place there is a grave risk 
that adequate replanning in some subur- 
ban areas may be indefinitely postponed. 
Some local authorities may well find that 
so far from planning for future traffic and 
other requirements they have merely 
intensified the evils of the past.

‘costs of flat roofs were persistently 
higher than comparable pitched roofs.’

the cost (per foot super of building) was 
9s. 23d. for a 35 deg. pitched roof covered 
with concrete interlocking tiles compared 
with 10s. lld. for a flat concrete roof. 

Your editorial comment on August 5 
stated that ‘ Properly constructed of suit- 
able materials flat roofs should give last- 
ing and efficient service.’ This is, of 
course, perfectly true but I have seen it 
suggested that in provision for the cost of 
maintenance, allowance should be made 
for stripping and recovering a flat roof 
every 20 years. Has anyone ever sug- 
gested that a similar provision should be 
made for tile-covered pitched roofs?

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The Assessors’ Report 


FOLLOWING are those parts of the 
report of the Assessors (Archbishop 
Heenan, Sir Basil Spence and Mr. 
David Stokes) which relate to the first 
three designs: 


IF THE LIST OF COMMENDATIONS seems 
unduly long, the gratifying reason is that 
no less than 298 designs were sub- 
mitted. The assessors have given special 
mention to so many designs because these 
were Outstanding in an entry of excep- 
tionally high standard. 

The main challenge of this competition 
lay in the problem of marrying the exist- 
ing Lutyens Crypt to an entirely new 
building. The difficulty was increased by 
the comparatively low price limit of a 
million pounds. Competitors, for the 
most part, showed great ingenuity in their 
solutions. 


The Winning Design 

THI WINNING DESIGN [No. 253, 
Frederick Gibberd] was, in the view of 
the judges, clearly ahead of the field. The 
design is full of imagination and power- 
fully expresses the Kingship of Christ. 
The conception is itself a crown and 
the suggestion of the crowning glory of 
Christ is revealed in the details of the 
building with logic and restraint. Each 
chapel has a distinctive design giving it 
character without detracting from the 
majesty of the main body of the build- 
ing. The whole space is dominated by 
the High Altar set in a generous sanc- 
tuary lit by scintillating coloured light 
from the tower. The siting of the 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel is especially 
happy and the visitor will be left in no 
doubt that this is a temple built to the 
honour of Christ the King. 

The plan meets all requirements with 
deceptive ease. The extension of the 
piazza above the crypt is a brilliant solu- 
tion to the problem of establishing some 
sort of unity between the old and new 
buildings. The author in his own report 
discloses the intentions behind the 
design: 

‘ The building is designed as a place 
of corporate worship in which the 
congregation is at one with the 
clergy. It is a liturgical space. All 
is directed towards an intimate asso- 
ciation of the laity with the High 
Altar. 

* The liturgical difficulty of this cir- 
cular plan form, in that it may lack 
direction, is overcome by grouping 
the congregation round three sides 
of the Sanctuary—in the manner of a 
Greek theatre—with the Chapel of 
the Blessed Sacrament behind the 
High Altar on the north side of the 
building. No member of the congre- 
gation is more than 70 feet from the 
steps to the Sanctuary. To increase 
the immediacy by giving a clear, 
uninterrupted view, the Derbyshire 
marbled floor is dished down to the 
Sanctuary which is itself raised on 
steps. 


‘A purely intellectual exercise in 
structural mechanics could produce 
the most stimulating ways of shelter- 
ing three thousand people from the 
elements—the hyperbolic parabola, 
the space frame, the shell dome—but 
the object has been to give formal 
expression to a liturgical statement of 
belief in God rather than the 
ingenuity of man.’

The Second Award 


THE SECOND PREMIATED DESIGN [No. 85, 
C. H. R. Bailey] is architecturally one of 
the simplest submitted. It is uncompli- 
cated and direct. The enclosed space of 
the great papal crown is impressive. 
Undoubtedly this would make a beautiful 
cathedral. The author has obviously been 
influenced by the Sydney Opera House. 
{The cost is estimated at £950,000. Ed.} 


The Third Award 


THE THIRD PREMIATED DESIGN [No. 231, 
Arthur Bailey] is imaginative and fresh 
It contains many original features which 


deeply impressed the judges. But it was 
thought that the resultant building would 
not be sufficiently imposing for a Metro- 
politan Cathedral. The elements of the 
design are conceived with great skill to 
terminate in the High Altar. There is a 
stained glass cross above a folded roof. 
While the judges were convinced that a 
folded roof of concrete covered by copper 
could be designed on the general lines 
suggested by the author, it was felt that 
much more detailed study would be 
necessary before building. It was thought, 
however, that the position of the Blessed 
Sacrament Chapel was unfortunate. Not 
only is it very distant from the sacristies 
but architecturally its site is less signi- 
ficant than that of the Lady Chapel, 
which is marked by the tower. [The 
cost is estimated at £999,449 including 
£18,000 for furnishings. Ed.] 

That part of the Assessors’ Report 
which relates to the six ‘ High Commen- 
dation’ awards and the 12 *‘ Commenda- 
tions’ will be given next week when a 
selection of designs will be published, 
with a critique by Mr. Herbert Thearle.

The Winner’s Report 


FOLLOWING are extracts from Mr. Gib 
berd’s report: 

The building is designed as a place of 
corporate worship in which the congre- 
gation is at one with the clergy. It is 
a liturgical space; all is directed towards 
an intimate association of the laity with 
the High Altar. The overwhelming sig- 
nificance of the celebrant of the Holy 
Mass demands a concentrated plan form 
with the participants closely associated 
with the sanctuary rather than shapes 
which, however splendid in themselves, 
put the congregation in the position of 


spectators at a liturgical action. 

PLAN FORM: the plan form is a polygon 
with the sanctuary as its fulcrum. 
Spatially, a cylinder with the sanctuary 
in the centre is developed through a 
conical roof to the tapering cylinder of 
a tower, in such a way that the most 
significant space and the most expressive 
construction occur over the most signifi 
cant religious place. As a mass the build 
ing-form makes a likewise external ex 
pression. The liturgical difficulty of the 
circular plan form, in that it may lack 
direction, is overcome by grouping the 
congregation round three sides of the 
sanctuary—in the manner of a Greek 
theatre—with the chapel of the Blessed 
Sacrament behind the High Altar on the 
north side of the building. The main 
entrance porch on the south gives further 
emphasis to the north-to-south axis, 


whilst east and west porches form a 


secondary axis 

No member of the congregation is 
more than 70 ft. from the steps to the 
sanctuary. The Derbyshire marble floor 
is ‘dished’ down to the sanctuary which 
is itself raised on steps. The circular 
form, with its north-to-south major axis 
between the entrance porch, the sanc- 
tuary and the chapel of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, gives a clear and decisive signi- 
ficance to the processional ways. 

PODIUM AND PIAZZA: this precise, geo- 
metric structure is raised above the ir- 
regular, and untidy, environment by plac- 
ing it on a podium formed by extending 
the crypt roof to the south end of the 
site. The building is placed clear of the 
crypt, the roof of which is designed as a 
piazza for open-air services and meet- 
ings. The north side of the cathedral is 
connected to the crypt by two large stair- 
cases, and the sacristy, with the priests’ 
house over, is placed on the piazza in such 
a way that it connects to the Lutyens 
crypt staircase, the body of the cathedral 
(via an assembly corridor) and the new 
crypt staircase. 

TWO-LEVEL CIRCULATION: the space 
under the south end of the podium is 
used for the vehicular approach. Ramps 
on both sides of the site lead to a large 
covered car park and a lower ground- 
floor entrance porch immediately under 
the main porch and connected to it by a 
lift and staircase. This two-level plan- 
ning enables the piazza and its proces-

The Structural Concept 


THE STRUCTURAL CONCEPT: the body of 
the cathedral is formed by 16 reinforced 
concrete frames in the shape of a boom- 
erang forming the drum and _ conical 
roof tied at the top by a ring beam and 
extending above in the shape of the 
tapering tower. As such a structure has 
considerable bending moments at its 
change of direction, the sloping cone 
members are carried down into the ground 
in the form of fiying buttresses. There 
is thus a structure primarily in pure com- 


pression, utilising the least possible 
amount of material and money. Some 
200 ft. of tapering tower subject to a 


high wind load is placed over the middle 
of a free and considerable volume of 
space by structural members which 
diminish to a few square feet when they 
enter the ground. 

The vertical members of the concrete 
designed as _ free-standing 


frame are 
elements round the cathedral with the 
porches, chapels and baptistry placed 


These smaller structures 
are designed as load-bearing masses, 
only separated from the frame by 
coloured glass in thin concrete members. 
They nestle round the body of the 
church and are contained by the frame 
and flying buttresses. Coloured light 
filters into the cathedral illuminating the 
structure which is thus clearly articulated. 


The conical roof structure 1s 
structed from reinforced concrete cross 
members between the trusses, supporting 
light metal decking which is covered 
externally with copper sheeting. The 
ceiling is finished with a rough-textured 
plaster and large areas of acoustic plaster 
absorbent; a consultant on acoustics will

be commissioned for the scheme. The 
ring beam is a most important structural 
and aesthetic element, as it marks the 
transition between the and the 
tower. It is therefore faced with cast 
bronze plates with a relief motif, for 
which an artist would be commissioned. 
The filling between the vertical members 
of the tower consists of a tracery of thin 
concrete members with 1l-in. _ thick 
coloured glass infilling, cast with the con- 
crete. From inside it is a tall shaft of 
scintillating coloured light over the High 
Altar. 


The concrete members of the tower are 
carried up above the roof and are sur- 
mounted by light shafts to form 
lofty pinnacles. The pinnacle structure 
has been designed to very great 
height [the overall height has been given 
by Mr. Gibberd as 340 ft.] at compara- 
tively little expense. Cast aluminium 
crosses, sixteen in all, surmount the steel 
shafts. The pinnacles are stiffened by cast 
iron panels of open ‘ thorn’ design, giving 
the effect of a crown of thorns

The Sanctuary 


THE SANCTUARY: the tower is insepar- 
able in design from the sanctuary as it 
forms a vast canopy over it. The High 
Altar is on a circular marble platform 
towards the back of the sanctuary to 


associate it with the chapel of the Holy 


Sacrament beyond and to give ample 
space in front for the celebrant. The 
Altar itself is a solid block of white 


Carrara marble, cantilevered on all sides 
over a black granite base, and behind is 
the Crucifix in metal. Suspended above 
the sanctuary is a canopy designed to 


define the sanctuary itself and to link it 
with the tower structure; its design is a 
light tracery of metal in the form of 
crowns. 

THE CHAPELS: these will be designed 
as individual load-bearing structures with 
Hollington stone facing inside and out 
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CHOIR AND ORGAN: the choir and organ 
console are placed in a gallery behind the 
High Altar, where they are connected to 
the main staircase leading to the body of 
the church and the presbytery and 
sacristy building. The pipes are contained 
by the staircase towers on either side of 
the gallery and are behind mahogany and 
metal grilles; the conventional false 
pipes were rejected as being too distract 
ing. 

The Baptistry 

THE BAPTISTRY: the circular baptistry is 
placed between the body of the cathedral 
itself and the entrance porch. 

THE PORCH: this is detached from the 
main cathedral space to avoid disrupting 
its formal purity and to form an area of 
transition between the cathedral and the 
outside world. Its design in reinforced 
concrete is a massive sculpturesque struc 
ture in contrast to the lightness of the 
cathedral itself. The bells are an integral 
part of the building and are contained 
within the triangular form of the apex 
The structure is left as from the shutter 
ing except on the main approach face. 

LIGHTING, ETC.: the interior will be lit 
by concealed lighting, and fittings will be 
concealed in the ring beam to shine up 
wards into the tower. Heating will be 
by embedded copper pipes in the floor, 
backed by a warmed-air system. 

THE ARTS: it has been one of the inten 
tions in the design to provide a broad 
architectural framework within which the 
other arts can obtain their most signifi 
cant expression. 

THE ENVIRONMENT: use is made of 
modern earth-moving techniques to re 
Shape the ground around the cathedral. 
Soil would be scraped away to expose 
rock forms, the surplus soil being used 
as filling to the podium. A bold and 
simple planting scheme, using mostly 
forest trees, completes the setting

To study them in these pleasant 
architectural surroundings peopled by 
gracious souls (for much of the staff 
work has been most efficiently done by 
the Ursuline nuns) will be found fasci- 
nating, if only to conjecture what 
choices one would have made oneself 
as an assessor. That the task was not 
easy soon becomes evident, and that 
the distinguished trio did their work 
well few will doubt despite the perva- 
dingly pungent aroma of flour paste 
bearing silent testimony to the rapidly- 
reached conclusions. 


Challenge of the Site 


This, until now, ill-starred site at the 
top of Mount Pleasant and Brownlow 
Hill in Liverpool and well within bell- 
peal of the vast Anglican Cathedral, 
adjoins what is to become the Univer- 
sity precinct. As a commanding rocky 
sandstone outcrop its challenge, with 
the really inhibiting physical factor of 
Lutyens’ existing more-Roman-than 
Roman crypt, has, for the most part, 
been magnificently met by competitors; 
the problem of roofing simply and 
impressively the vast mave area 
generally much less so. 

However the standard of entry is 
remarkably high, and this in no small 
part was doubtless due to the condi- 
tions which were wisely framed to give 
the maximum freedom and were pre- 
faced by a letter to competitors, as was 
also the question-and-answer booklet, 
from the Archbishop which must have 
given great encouragement. In respect 
of these conditions perhaps the dreari- 
ness of the Duckinfield-street boun- 
dary might have been more emphasised 
and for that matter the existing 
administrative site buildings too. Also 
to term those well-designed university 
buildings at the south west corner 
‘temporary’ is questionable, for these 
will inevitably play their part in the 
grouping for many years to come. This 
relevance is now greater as the decade 
completion forecast for the Cathedral 
has now been halved. Only a few of 
the block plans showed these parti- 
cular buildings; also those competi- 
tors seemed to fare best who 
suppressed on their drawings the 
awkward and, in the planning sense, 
irreconcilable administrative buildings. 
To incorporate them was beyond most, 
although a few did succeed in this. 

At the outset competitors had to

decide whether to build entirely over 
the crypt, or partly over it or quite 
apart from it. All three solutions are 
about equally in evidence, and the 
open mind the assessors have had as 
to this is reflected in the chosen pre- 
miated and commended designs. 
Many competitors skilfully divorced 
the new from the old, using the sacris- 
ties and ancillary accommodation as 
the link between the two. This invari- 
ably seemed to involve difficulties in 
levels and also of approach to the 
crypt. 


The Winning Design 
The winning design, by Mr. 
FREDERICK GIBBERD, CBE, FRIBA, which 
is undoubtedly outstanding, is in the 
compromise category of being partly 


over it. The extension of the crypt as 
a great podium is sweeping in its 
simplicity, and recalls the author’s 


1938 Macclesfield Nurses’ Home com- 
yetition win when his simple separation 
of the sisters’ and recreation room 
from the main bedroom block quite 
solved that problem. It is not yet 
decided whether this podium will be 
faced with the Lutyens granite. It 
would be appropriate for it to be so, 
and additional interest might result 
were it to trace exactly the first 
Cathedral outline of which it is so 
evocative. It is not so much the crown 
of thorns symbolism in this design that 
will appeal as the basic architectural 
qualities displayed. Here most con- 
vincingly the High Altar is established 
as the focal point; the 3,000 congre- 
gation will be participants—-more so 
because of the ‘ dished’ floor and be- 
cause none is more than 70 ft. from 
the altar, having uninterrupted views 
in the vast column-free shell. 

The jig-saw part of the problem has 
been lucidly solved and all the 
elements appear inevitably located. 
The siting of the important Blessed 
Sacrament chapel (should the organ be 
above this ?), the others of varied de- 


sign and the baptistry, all freely 
expressed between the structural ribs, 
will afford satisfaction. There is 


enough excitement both aesthetically 
and structurally in the plans and eleva- 
tions and in the comparatively non- 
committal detailing to show that this 
design when developed will hand- 
somely justify the faith of the pro- 
moters in holding the competition. 
Access from nave to crypt could per- 
haps be improved and the public sani- 
tary accommodation given further 
study. Should cars be banned from 
the city centre, the five flights of steps

will be trying to the elderly. Nearby 
residents will be pleased to note that 
the bells—which can make a most un- 
Christian noise—are not loftily placed. 


Second and Third Designs 


The second and third designs (by 
C. H. R. BAILEY and ARTHUR BAILEY re- 
spectively) have the common kinship 
of author’s surname but in all other 
respects are poles apart. Although 
they are very competent examples 
representing the alternative types of 
solution previously mentioned—parti- 
cularly the one placed third— it is felt 
that many others of equal merit could 
have been so honoured. In the second, 
despite the elegance and simple direct- 
ness, the baptistry is indistinguishable 
from the chapels, car parking must 
await the removal of the ‘ temporary ’ 
University buildings, the detail is 
meagre and the provision of trees on 
the crypt roof suspect. Deliberately no 
attempt has been made to reconcile 
the new with the old, whereas in the 
third scheme the author declares 
‘should the existing crypt look in any 
way detached there must be a grave 
danger that it may remain as part of 
an abandoned scheme.’ Thus in these 
two schemes the catholic—in the non- 
religious sense—approach of the asses- 
sors is nowhere more manifest. 

The third scheme, representing at its 
best the traditionally long plan, has 
much to delight in, especially the well 
placed parts—how different here is the 
baptistry as compared with that of the 
second design. Here too, as in so few, 
a real attempt has been made to in- 
corporate architecturally the existing 
administrative buildings in the compre- 
hensive architectural pattern. The 
sectional planning gives evidence of 
the mature architect, and it is imagined 
the author is a seasoned competition 
campaigner for on the all-important 
block plan the railway lines (deep down 
in a cutting) have been stressed so as 
to give it—as a drawing—Mondrian- 
like stability; a naughty but legiti- 
mately telling device. The mid-level 
Chapel of Vista is exciting but the 
price paid is a 36 ft. difference in level 
between crypt and nave. Access from 
nave to crypt seems not sufficiently 
emphatic. The detailing is contem- 
porary but possibly a little ‘ Hille’ in 
character. The estimated £999 thou- 
sand cost would appear ominously 
inadequate perhaps. 

Mr. Thearle will continue his review 
next week, when the ‘ Highly Com- 
mended’ and some other outstanding 
designs will be noted—some of which 
will also be illustrated.

Repair of Ancient Buildings 


THE Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings is again providing facilities for 
those interested in and responsible for 
old buildings to obtain knowledge of its 
principles and methods of repair, and is 
arranging its annual course, consisting of 
lectures, discussions and visits, to cover 
the many important aspects of repair 
work. Although the course is primarily 
for architects, surveyors, clerks of works 
and builders, anyone particularly inter- 
ested in the maintenance of old buildings 
would be welcome. 


The Society is anxious that there should 
be an understanding, not only of tradi- 
tional constructional methods, but also of 
the principles underlying the sympathetic 
and conservative treatment of old build- 
ings, whether ecclesiastical or secular. In 
view of the specialist nature of work of 
this character, the Society believes that 
the opportunity to study at first hand 
some of the problems which arise will be 
helpful to architects interested in this 
subject. 


It is hoped that local authorities and 
others who have buildings in their care, 
or have dealings with them, will be able 
to give facilities to the architect members 
of their staff to take advantage of this 
scheme. The course will be held from 
October 5 to 10 at the Society’s head- 
quarters, 55 Great Ormond-street, Lon- 
don, WCl.

*A Century of Building’ 


UNDER this title, G. E. Wallis and Sons, 
Ltd., the building and civil engineering 
contractors, have issued an attractively 
produced booklet to commemorate the 
founding of the firm in 1860 by George 
Ephraim Wallis. Since then, the firm 
has grown steadily, and in its time has 
been responsible for constructing such 
well-known buildings as the Royal 
Academy of Music (1910-11), the 
Shakespeare Memorial Theatre (1931) and 
the Westbury Hotel, W1 (1955), to men- 
tion but a few. 


Originally established at Maidstone, 
the company now has its headquarters in 
London, but despite its growth from 
small beginnings into a nation-wide 
organisation it has still retained strong 
family connections, and there are now 
three grandsons of the founder on the 
board of directors (headed by the chair- 
man, Major F. A. Wallis, OBE, MC) and 
with ‘at least one member’ of the next 
generation available to help maintain the 
tradition in the future. Like so many 
successful undertakings, the firm has been 
something of a pioneer in looking after 
its staff, and after its incorporation as a 
private company in 1904 established a 
profit-sharing scheme for its employees 
and was also in the forefront of estab- 
lishing a contributory pension scheme.

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South Devon to be Protected 


THE BEAUTY of an area of the South 
Devonshire countryside about 128 square 
miles in extent will be protected by the 
confirmation by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government of an order made 
by the National Parks Commission. Fine 
cliff scenery and river estuaries, set in a 
beautiful countryside, comprise the South 
Devon area, which includes the magnifi- 
cent coast between Bolt Head and Bolt 
Tail, a National Trust property; Salcombe, 
Slapton Sands and Dartmouth; and the 
four popular estuaries and valleys of the 
Yealm, Erme, Avon and Dart. 

The order, which is made by the 
National Parks Commission under the 
National Parks and Access to the Coun- 
tryside Act, 1949, designates these parts 
of South Devon as ‘areas of outstanding 
natural beauty,’ and not as a National 
Park.. The responsibility for preserving 
and enhancing the natural beauty of the 
landscape rests with the local planning 
authority, Devon County Council. Govern- 
ment grants can be made at the rate of 
75 per cent towards the cost of treating 
derelict land, tree planting and preserva- 
tion, and removing disfigurements.

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Obituary 
H. C. Roberts 


WITH DEEP REGRET We record the death, 
which took place in Johannesburg on 
August 16, of Mr. H. C. Roberts, Organis- 
ing Director of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers in South 
Africa from 1930 to 1952. 

IML writes: ‘Bobs’ Roberts, one of 
the outstanding characters in the South 
African industry, may justifiably be said 
to have been the architect of the flourish- 
ing Federation of which he was for so 
long Director. Roberts, born in Northern 
Ireland, came to South Africa in the early 
years of the century, and after business 
experience in various fields, joined the 
young Federation’s staff in 1930 as its 
organising director. His arrival coincided 
with a period of intense development, in 
which he had the support of notable 
counsellors in the shape of D. F. Corlett, 
J. J. Kirkness, P. J. Hittinger, A. Barrow 
and J. Thompson in securing Government 
recognition of the part which a united 
industry could play in the economic life 
of the country. All these played their 
part but it was Roberts’ wise guidance, 
wit and personal charm which were the 
continuing factors in building up the 
Federation to its present eminence. 

This was acknowledged when, at the 
golden jubilee congress in Durban in 
1954, at which the writer was privileged 
to be present, a presentation was made 
to Roberts and his wife amid a standing 
ovation. He was, indeed, ‘ the grand old 
man’ of South African building politics, 
welcome and respected wherever he went. 
Since his retirement he and Mrs. Roberts 
(to whom and to his daughter, Mrs. Brian 
Orr, and son, Mr. Brian Roberts, deep 
sympathy will go) had lived at Hermanus, 
Cape Province. In the annals of the 
South African industry he will not soon 
be forgotten.

4. Spits 


SPITS are in fashion again; not the 
ancient ox-roasting variety, but a dainty 
modern version designed for the ubiqui- 
tous chicken and similar delicately-sized 
viands. 

The old-time kitchens had their spits 
in a variety of ingenious designs, but I 
was particularly struck by one I saw a 
little while ago in the Folk Museum of 
Wales which was in perpetual motion 
so long as a fire was burning. I have tried 
to show this in my drawing which is 
copied from one made for me by a col- 
league; I think it particularly ingenious. 
I imagine that the clockmaker and the 
blacksmith must have put their heads 
together to design it. 

Spits never quite died out, but they 
have certainly come back with a ven- 
geance into our modern eating-house 
ridden streets, where every other win 
dow displays a tightly-packed row of 
mass-produced broilers turning away on 
their greasy spits. Indeed, it seems to 
me as I walk around London that spit- 
cooked chickens have succeeded fish and 
chips as the favourite food of the masses. 

I still like to remember the spit as it 


was before it became the mechanically- 
driven gadget it is today. It hung in 
front of the kitchen fire from a bracket

BROOK HOUSE, HACKNEY, the history of 

which stretched back to the 1470s, was 

partly destroyed and otherwise severely 
damaged by a high-explosive bomb in 

October, 1940. It was acquired by the 

LCC in 1944 with the hope that it 

might be preserved for educational use, 

but the cost of restoration and adaptation 
was found to be prohibitive and what 
remained of the house was demolished in 

1954-55, when a careful recording was 

made by the staff of the Historic Build- 

ings Section of the Council’s Architect's 

Department under the direction of Mr. 

W. A. Eden. 


Brook House, once the property of the 
Grevilles, was of great interest historically 
as an example of a medium-sized country 
house of the late medieval period with 
eighteenth-century additions. It fell into 
decline and was used for about 180 years 
as a mental institution. This volume 
brings together the architectural, archaeo- 
logical and historical evidence to provide 
a valuable record of a building that could 
ill be spared.

THE DYMAXION WORLD OF BUCKMINSTER 
FULLER. By Robert W. Marks. (London: 
Chapman & Hall.) Price 96s. net. 

MANY WHO HEARD Mr. Buckminster Fuller 

lecture at the RIBA a year or two ago 

found him almost incomprehensible and 
came away from the meeting wondering 
whether the fault might perhaps be in 
themselves. They can be reassured. In 
this book (a Reinhold, New York, publi- 
cation) the author admits that ‘ Bucky 
has never been easy to understand—even 
by those best equipped to grasp his mean- 
ings—he overloads the channels of com- 
munication’ with ‘a _ private argot.’ 
Although much of this book is far from 
easy going it gives an intelligible account 
of Fuller’s remarkable inventions, his 
aims and ideals, his extraordinary career, 
his struggle for recognition, his setbacks 
and ultimate success. Here for all who 
wish to know about it, accompanied by 

a lavish display of illustrations, photo- 

graphic and technical, is the full story of 

Fuller’s Dymaxion Transport Units, his 

Energetic Structures, his Energetic-

All the same, I 
would like to have had my parties in the 
days when we roasted one lusty ox 
instead of this interminable row of 
characterless chickens wafting their 
greasy odours on the city air.

WITH THE MOTOR VEHICLE and _ traffic 
problems so much in the news at the 
present time, any addition to the rather 
sparse literature on the subject is wel- 
come. This book is a translation of a 
German work, prepared with typical effi- 
ciency and thoroughness, with some addi- 
tional notes on English practice. It is 
primarily a picture book with factual 
descriptions and _ illustrations which 
should be a useful ‘ vade mecum’ for the 
architect, ranging from dimensions of 
different makes of vehicles to parking 
arrangements and methods of siting 
garages. The whole is well produced 
with a good index. 

The very wealth of information pro- 
vided, however, tends to defeat its own 
ends and in consequence the book be- 
comes a work of reference rather than 
a statement of principles. This is par- 
ticularly unfortunate at the present time, 
when it is principles of design which 
should be emphasised. In comparing, 
for instance, the different forms of multi- 
storey garages, it is tantalising to find 
no reference to comparative economics, 
nor is there any discussion of car parking 
in relation to town planning as a broader 
issue. Perhaps one is looking for too 
much from a book of this scope, but at 
least the short section on ‘ English’ legis- 
lation (what about Scottish practice?) 
could have been expanded to something 
more worthwhile. 

In short, a useful addition to the archi- 
tect’s library of information which could 
be improved by more ruthless editing at 
the next edition.

SINCE the publication of the first edition 
of this book, which is claimed to be the 
only volume published in Great Britain 
dealing with concrete chimneys, one of 
the authors, Mr. C. P. Taylor, has died 
and the present edition has been revised 
by Mr. Leslie Turner to include up-to- 
date methods of design and examples of 
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more recent chimneys. 

An improved method of analysing 
annular sections subjected to bending 
and direct thrust replaces the more com 
plex method given in the _ previous 
edition. Some of the design data, such 
as the combination of thermal and struc- 
tural str2sses, are also applicable to the 
design of structures other than chimneys, 
namely reinforced concrete tanks and 
biological shields. 

A new chapter is included and deals 
with the deflection and sway of tall 
chimneys due to the effects of wind, and 
is a valuable contribution to a subject on 
which there is very little literature. As 
in the previous edition, an example of 
the design of a chimney is given. 


Compensation for Current Planning 
Restrictions 


Payments since January, 1955 


A WHITE PAPER presented to Parliament 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland, Mr. John 
S. Maclay, and published on August 17 
gives details of compensation paid be- 
tween January 1, 1955, and December 31, 
1959, under the terms of the 1954 Town 
and Country Planning Acts to owners 
whose land has suffered loss of develop- 
ment value as a result of current planning 
restrictions. 

The report states that in the five-year 
period there were 21,478 claims under the 
Town and Country Planning Acts of 1954. 
Compensation of £31,720,201 was paid on 
17,909 claims in England and Wales and 
£109,046 on 53 claims in Scotland. A 
total of 1,868 claims did not qualify for 
payment, and the remaining claims were 
still being considered when the quinquen- 
nium ended. 

The system of compensation which has 
operated since January 1, 1955, when the 
1954 Planning Act came into force, pro- 
vides broadly for two classes of pay- 
ments: 

(1) Payments on account of past re- 


strictions—i.e., restrictions imposed 

between the passing of the 1947 Town 

and Country Planning Acts and the 

coming into operation of the 1954 

Acts; and 

(2) Payments on account of restric- 

tions imposed after January 1, 1955 

(i.e., Current restrictions). 

The amount of compensation is limited 
by claims for loss of development value 
established on the £300m. fund created 
under the 1947 Planning Acts. The Acts 
gave local planning authorities extensive 
powers to control development of land. 
Owners of land which had development 
value were entitled to make a claim on 
the fund which was to have been dis- 
bursed in 1953. Such claims, if estab- 
lished, were to provide compensation for 
loss of their rights. 

The disbursement of the fund was sus- 
pended by an Act passed in 1953. The 
1954 Acts provided for payments to be 
made for loss of development value as 
and when the loss was sustained, but 
payments were all to be related to the 
claims which were established on the 
£300m. fund. 


Buildings for the Youth Service 


New £4m. Programme Announced 


TO INCREASE the momentum of building 
for the Youth Service, the Government 
have decided to authorise a building pro- 
gramme for the year 1962-63 of £4m. 
This is one of the new developments for 
the expansion of the Youth Service 
announced by SIR DAVID ECCLES, Minister 
of Education, in a circular to local educa- 
tion authorities and other interested 
bodies dated 19 August. 

The circular says there has already 
been a ‘substantial’ response from local 
education authorities and voluntary 
bodies under the £3m. programme for the 
two-year period 1960-62, announced by 
the Minister with the publication of the 
Albemarle Report last February. 

The Development Group of the 
Ministry’s Architect's and Building 
Branch, in collaboration with the Bristol 


local education authority, are in the early 
planning stages of a general purpose 
youth club. 

The Minister refers to the ‘ most urgent 
need’ for an increase in the number of 
trained full-time youth leaders, and the 
circular gives details of the new National 
College for the Training of Youth Leaders 
which opens in Leicester next January. 
Intending students are invited to apply 
for the 90 first-year places available. 

The Ministry explain that the £4m. 
building programme now announced for 
the youth service for 1962-63 is a pro- 
gramme of ‘starts’ to cover projects of 
an individual value of £1,000 and over, 
undertaken by local education authorities 
and voluntary bodies. The current pro- 
gramme of £3m. is for the two years 
1960-61 and 1961-62.

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The Curtain Wall 


A Brief History of its Development and Application 


At an international forum to be held at the RIBA on September 5 and 6 


Mr. George Edson Danforth, AIA, Director of the Department of Archi- 
tecture at the Illinois Institute of Technology, will discuss curtain wall 


techniques and their impact on present-day architecture. 


Submitting the 


case for the curtain wall Mr. Danforth will produce evidence that although 
the basic structure, the steel frame, was invented as far back as 1883, it 
did not find true architectural expression until 1939 when Mies van der Rohe 
projected the development implied in the work of earlier engineers, putting 
into practice its logical application by relating the curtain wall to the primary 


structure. 


Since this is a relatively new technique and since there is much 


to be learnt by the collection of ideas, Mr. Danforth has selected six buildings 


in America to show the varying uses of the curtain wall. 
he fully illustrated with slides and film.

The case for curtain walls is 


presented in the following extracts from the author’s introductory notes. 


THE INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION of the 19th 
century more than anything in the history 
of man affected the fundamental char- 
acter of architecture, not to speak of the 
whole fabric of the civilized world. We 
have but to compare the Pantheon to the 
Crystal Palace to show what portended 
a new architecture which is as founded 
in logic and as valid to its epoch as its 
classical predecessors were to theirs. The 
structure of Paxton’s great building was 
composed of cast-iron members delicately 
sheathed in glass, a diaphanous membrane 
revealing a new aesthetic inherent in the 
industrial process. 


Early Structures 


The early structures using cast iron, 
steel or reinforced concrete were either 
an engineering ‘tour de force’ or were 
ignominious props supporting a facade of 
classical forms; a mask of applied styles 
selected to conform to what was fashion- 
able at the moment. The architect was 
but a cosmetician. Not until 1883, in 
Chicago, Illinois, was there positive 
evidence of an original, creative archi- 


tecture resulting from the new tech- 
nology. 
A small group of architects and

engineers, among them William Le Baron 
Jenney, John Wellborn Root. and Louis 
Henry Sullivan, were the first to com- 
prehend the architectural potential of 
technology. Although their work was but 
the germ of an idea and had to wait 
almost five decades for full fruition it 
constituted a movement of such import- 
ance as to affect architecture the world 


over. The work of these great innova- 
tors became known as the Chicago 
school, and Jenney’s invention of the 


steel frame in his Home Insurance Build- 
ing in 1883 became known as ‘ Chicago 
construction.’ 


It was an epochal invention and for 
the first time in the history of brick- 
making men were building brick walls 
that were in truth only curtains. In this 
building for the first time exterior walls 
did not carry the floor loads. But 
America was not then mature enough to 
accept or recognise an original honest 
architecture. The lessons of the Chicago 
school architects were negated in a world 
of historical revivalism and, except in the 
genius of Frank Lloyd Wright, the truths 
of Jenney, Root and Sullivan were all but 
lost. The skeleton of course continued 
to be used but only in a subservient role.

Not until 1939 in the work of Mies van 
der Rohe do we find an architecture 
which projects the development implied 
in the work of these early pioneers. In 
his buildings there is the very essence of 
the spirit of the Chicago school of archi- 
tecture, so long gone unrealised. In 
Mies’s first structure in America, the 
Metals and Minerals Research Building at 
the Illinois Institute of Technology, 1941, 
there is a return to the consideration of 
structure as an architectural factor; there 
is clarification and differentiation. Here 
we see the true meaning of the curtain 
wall as it is related to the primary struc- 
ture of the building. 


The idea of the curtain wall was born 
in 1883, but not for some fifty years did 
its expression begin to reflect the tech- 
nology of its time in thin, lightweight 
sheathings of glass and metals, and only 
since 1946 has metal curtain wall had a 
widespread commercial application in 
America. 


Visual Appreciation 


Curtain wall construction is a term 
more or less familiar to all architects and 
builders today. Yet, to the businessmen, 
industrialists and others who commission 
and pay for the new buildings which are 
rapidly changing the face of America. 
curtain wall is a vague, only slightly 
meaningful term. If the average business- 
man recognises the term curtain wall at 
all, it is usually in visual terms. He sees 
slick, efficient looking buildings, but 
usually does not see or know the far- 
reaching values inherent in modern 
curtain wall construction. 
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Curtain walls are usually a ‘ sandwich’ 
type of assembly of two thin outer and 
inner panels with a light weight, insulating 
filler between. They are literally ‘hung’ 
on the outside of steel skeleton frame 
structures and their two main purposes 
are ‘to keep the weather out and the 
people in.’ There are upwards of one 
thousand steel curtain wall buildings 
throughout the US today and it is 
obvious that the current building boom. 
which has found nation-wide expression 
in this technique, wi!l produce many 
more. 


Advantages 


What then, are the curtain wall’s special 
and particular advantages? Albert 
Kennerly. a seasoned commercial and 
industrial construction specialist with 
Skiamore, Owings and Merrill, has 
pointed out that ‘one of the largest 
general contracting firms reports that, 
since 1938, industrial construction prices 
have increased 170 per-cent. Designers 
have done their best to offset the increase 
by using prefabricated elements and new 
materials and methods.’ Mr. Kennerly 
also mentioned ease and speed of erection 
as two of the main advantages of this 
technique. 


A further big advantage is maintenance 

steel and porcelain enamel, for instance, 
are virtually maintenance-free, requiring 
only a ‘soap and water’ washing every 
few years, even in heavily industrial 
areas. Damaged panels, too, like broken 
windows, can be easily and inexpensively 
and simply replaced. A major asset, 
resulting directly from the simplicity of 
its application, is curtain wall’s flexibility 
in the face of plant redesign and expan 
sion. 


Restricting Factors 


Incredible as the boom in curtain wall 
construction has been over the past ten 
or twelve years, it might have been even 
greater but for two. reasons. First, 
fabricators and builders have had to con- 
duct infinite experimentation and testing 
to determine curtain wall behaviour, sub- 
ject to the vagaries of weather, air pollu- 
tion, etc. Second, the building codes 
or, rather, those who write them—have 
had to be convinced and assured of 
curtain wall’s insulation values and its 
fire resistant and fire proof quality. With 
regard to the latter, the four US 
national codes have been rewritten to 
embrace curtain wall construction and 
most major cities have either rewritten 
their own local codes or are in the pro- 
cess of rewriting them in favour of 
the curtain wall. 


The demands upon industry have been 
tremendous, both during and since World 
War II, and curtain wall construction has 
been one technique through which 
industry has been able to meet those 
demands. Miles Colean, a consultant to 
‘Architectural Forum,’ estimates that 
500 billion dollars is the amount which 
America will spend on _ construction 
during the next ten years—an amount 
roughly equivalent, he says, to the value 
of all the buildings standing in the US 
today. He defines his estimate as the

‘minimum amount of construction that 
will provide for a growing population in 
an expanding economy.’ 

With such a relatively new building 
technique no one architect or fabricator 
can claim full experience and knowledge 
in solving the many problems involved 
in its use. One of Mr. Danforth’s objects 
at the forthcoming forum is to exchange 
information, from ideas to concrete and 
proven technical data. Six buildings in 
America have been selected which show

through the use of marble in juxtaposi- 
tion to stainless steel windows, to struc- 
tures entirely wrapped in either stainless 
steel or glass and mullions of stainless 
steel.

“ THINGS ARE not always what they seem.’ 
A practical experience of the truth of the 
poet’s immortal utterance which has 
lately caused me trouble and expense 
may be of interest to some readers of 
‘The Builder.’ 

In the corner of the kitchen of my 
suburban semi-detached is a larder. One 
morning recently the shelves and floor 
of this were found to be saturated with 
water. On the ceiling there was a large 
damp patch. Immediately above this 
larder is a water-closet which, I con- 
cluded, must be the cause of the trouble. 
I called in my jobbing builder who, after 
investigation, reported the discovery of 
a crack in the we pan. It meant having 
a new one, and this was duly installed. 
The larder dried out and all appeared to 
be well, but a few mornings later the 
larder was found to be again very wet. 
Further investigations by a _ puzzled 
builder. 

There was no sign of dampness any- 
where upstairs; all water pipes and 
windows were in order. Could there be 
a leak in the roof? Surely not, we 
reasoned, for if there were it would show 
somewhere on first-floor ceilings and/or 


walls. All were perfectly dry. How 
could water suddenly occur inside a two- 
storey house at first-floor level without 
a cause? 


The Solution 


The odd thing was that the dripping 
ceased after a time and the place began 
to dry out. Then one night there was 
a heavy storm and in the morning the 
larder was again saturated. No doubt 
about it now, my dear Watson, the 
trouble must be somewhere in the roof! 

The flank wall of the house is para- 
petted and has a zinc gutter, which was 
renewed a few years ago. This ought 
surely to be in good condition. Perhaps 
there was a broken tile? No. There 
was a crack in the zinc gutter, my 
builder discovered, and through this the 
water had penetrated. But why no sign 
of dampness within the house above first- 
floor level? Simply because the water 
had gone down the inside of a lath-and- 
plaster partition between the we and the 
bathroom and finished up in the larder 
ceiling. In effect, this partition wall was 
acting as an internal rainwater pipe!

Basic Materials 
Few Price Changes in July 


THE WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX for basic 
materials and fuel used in manufacturing 
industries is provisionally estimated at 0.2 
per cent lower than the revised index for 
June. The decrease is mainly accounted 
for by an 1] per cent fall in the price of 
raw rubber, which together with other 
lower prices balanced the increases in 
certain other materials, including im- 
ported woodpulp, fuel and resin gums. 
The wholesale price index for materials 
and fuel used in the electrical engineering 
industry was almost unchanged in July, 
but the index for mechanical engineering 
materials was lower. 

The July wholesale price index issued 
by the Board of Trade for all materials 
used in building and civil engineering at 
147.0 shows a provisional increase of 0.1 
per cent over the figure for the previous 
month. The house-building materials index 
at 147.3 shows a provisional increase of 
0.3 per cent. (June 30, 1949-100.)

Multi-storey Car Park for 3,300 Vehicles 
Austin Project to be Built by Lift-Slab Method 


A MULTI-STOREY car park——claimed to be 
the biggest of its kind in the world—is to 
be built at the Austin Motor Company’s 
Longbridge, Birmingham, works to over- 
come difficulties which arise in accom- 
modating the high output of vehicles 
from the factory. 

The building, which will be in full 
operation by September, 1961, is nine 
storeys high with ramped floors, and will 
house 3,300 vehicles. Cars will go there 
direct from the assembly lines to await 
collection for the export market. 

The Longbridge works, the largest inte- 
grated motor plant in Europe, has a 
current capacity of over 8,000 vehicles a 
week, which under the £49m. BMC 
expansion plan will rise to 10,500 a week 
by 1962. 

This creates a storage problem. Out- 
side the factory there are usually long 
lines of cars waiting—however briefly 
for collection. But the factory itself is 
expanding and reducing areas available 
for parking finished vehicles. By the 


second half of 1961 a vast new building 
for the paint, trim, finishing and final 
assembly of 2,500 vehicles a week will be 
in operation beside the existing car 
assembly building—on ground now occu- 
pied by vehicles for despatch. 

As there is no possibility of expanding 
outwards for parking space, the company 
must expand upwards. To meet this need, 
Messrs. Harry W. Weedon, FRIBA, and 
Partners, the British Motor Corporation’s 
consultant architects, have designed this 
vast car park building to make maximum 
use of the area available. 

The building is of reinforced concrete 
columns and slab construction and is 376 
ft. long and 204 ft. wide. Building work 
will start shortly, site clearance having 
already started. 

The car park uses the ramped floor 
principle of operation. All parking floors 
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are ramped, and a double spiral system 
of floors enables upward and downward 
traffic movement to be completely segre- 
gated. Passenger lifts and staircases are 
provided at the four corners and, in addi- 
tion to car access by the ramped floors, 
two car lifts will be installed, principally 
to move cars above fourth-floor level. 

In constructing the buildinz, the lift 
slab principle will be employed. After 
the precast reinforced concrete 
columns have been erected, the upper 
floors and roof are then cast round the 
columns in complete slabs, at ground 
level instead of at floor or roof height. A 
separating medium such as polythene 
strip is used between the slabs. The 
slabs are lifted to their correct positions 
by synchronised hydraulic jacks and per- 
manently connected to the columns.

Lorry Mounted Cranes 


Administrative Association Formed 


THE INAUGURAL COMMITTEE of the Lorry 
Mounted Crane Association, formed at 
the end of last year to administer and 
direct the activities of the industry, has 
now established its rules of membership. 
The operation of lorry mounted cranes 
has become highly specialised and they 
should therefore be handled with skill 
and the work planned by experienced 
engineers. Several of the larger owners 
of lorry mounted cranes felt, therefore, 
that a central organisation should be 
formed to act in the interests of the 
industry and the customer. 

The Association have set out to guaran- 
tee a minimum standard of insurance, 
safety and reliability; they hope also to 
rationalise legislation regarding the use 
of lorry mounted cranes. At present, 
owners, drivers and operators have to 
comply with a variety of regulations, 
some of which were designed before such 
machines were envisaged. These include 


Factories Acts, Mines and Quarries Acts, 
building and civil engineering regulations, 
docks regulations, police regulations and 
by-laws. 

The Association, which will under no 
circumstances be concerned with the fix- 
ing of charges for hire of lorry mounted 
cranes, have already drawn up a standard 
form of minimum insurance cover. Every 
lorry mounted crane owned by a member 
must be registered with the Association 
and have an approved inspection report 
certifying its safe mechanical condition. 
Thereafter, an inspection report must be 
produced every year. Each crane is then 
supplied with a certificate, renewable 
annually, to be displayed on the wind- 
screen of the vehicle, indicating that its 
condition is not lower than that required 
by law, and that it will be operated in 
accordance with the regulations of the 
Association. Customers are invited to re- 
port inadequate registered machines. 


The Association have defined a lorry 
mounted crane as a crane mounted on a 
vehicle with a minimum of six load carry- 
ing tyres and designed for road speed in 
excess of 15 miles per hour. The crane 
must be capable of slewing through a 
minimum angle of 30 degrees and its 
maximum safe working load must not be 
less than three tons. 

Other objects of the Association, whose 
headquarters are at 301 Glossop-road, 
Sheffield 10, are to promote high stan- 
dards in the practice of heavy lifting and 
to establish a minimum set of conditions 
of contract. The first members include:

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Leeds Factory Decision 


Reported Restrictions on

House Prices at New Peak 


Largest Increases in Greater London Area 
5 


SECOND-HAND house prices reached a new 
peak by the end of June, according to 
the Co-operative Permanent Building 
Society’s latest Occasional Bulletin. On 
average the prices of second-hand houses 
mortgaged to the society rose by about 
44 per cent during the first half of, the 
year. 

The survey states that the average level 
of prices is now over 34 times as high as 
it was in 1939. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature of the 
six months under review was the marked 
increase in property values in the Lon- 
don area and the Home Counties, the 
Bulletin says. Prices of better class exist- 
ing dwellings in these areas appreciated 
on average by some 6 per cent in the six 
months. 

Dealing with new properties the 
Bulletin notes that average selling prices 
rose by about 2} per cent during the 


half-year, but there were considerable 
regional variations. Higher figures for the 
London and Southern regions were partly 
attributable to the high cost of land. 
House building costs rose by almost 2} 
per cent during the six months under 
review.

A FIFTH EDITION of the Code of Practice 
and Manual dealing with light-weight 
metal fixing systems for building linings 
and ceilings has been issued by the Metal 
Fixing Association for building insula- 
tion.

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Mobile Tower Cranes 


Use in Two- and Three-Storey 
Building 


SINCE TOWER CRANES were introduced 
into this country a few years ago, there 
has been a fairly rapid increase in their 
use, particularly by the larger contrac- 
tors for multi-storey work. Their adop- 
tion by smaller builders for two- and 
three-storey houses has been less rapid. 
However, they can save both time and 
money in handling and _ transporting 
operations on smaller buildings. 

In a report* published on August 19, 
the Building Research Station gives 
detailed information on the types of 
tower crane and equipment available, 
their operation, performance and costs. 
It also aims to guide the small builder in 
planning for optimum use of the crane. 
Thus it emphasises, for example, that it is 
important to draw up a simple pro- 
gramme to ensure that supplies of 
materials and labour always match the 
crane’s capacity, and to consider the site 
layout in relation to the crane’s move- 
ments.

Electric Sparks in 
Operating Theatres 


Value of Conductive Flooring 
Materials 


SPARKS which can result from the accumu- 
lation of static electricity constitute a 
very real hazard in locations where ex- 
plosive vapours are present. The most 
effective means of reducing this hazard 
consists in keeping the electrical resis- 
tance between all objects in the area so 
low that dangerous voltages are never 
attained. A monograph* dealing with the 
characteristics and performance of con- 
ductive flooring materials as a primary 
factor in solving this problem has recently 
been issued by the US National Bureau 
of Standards. 

Investigation indicated that the physi- 
cal, chemical and serviceability charac- 
teristics of available types of conductive 
flooring are comparable with those of 
non-conductive flooring. It also showed 
that the instruments used to measure the 
floor greatly affected its resistance but 
that the method specified by the National 
Protective Fire Association reasonably 
simulated actual conditions under which 
a floor functions in reducing electrostatic 
hazards. 

Although this investigation was carried 
out primarily to evaluate conductive floors 
for hospital operating rooms, many of the 
results obtained should apply equally well 
in other locations where electrostatic 
hazards exist.

‘Floating’ Construction to Overcome Mining Subsidence 


A NEW TECHNIQUE which enables buildings 
to ‘float’ over earth movements caused 
by mining subsidence, was employed in a 
£100,000 development scheme just com- 
pleted in the Potteries by Ind Coope, Ltd. 
Using the technique, buildings may be 
erected extremely quickly, the Ind Coope 
scheme taking less than nine months from 
conception to completion. Actual build- 
ing work took only four months. 


The problem facing the company’s 
architects was to build a case store 
capable of holding 24m. bottles of beer, 
on a site which Ordnance maps revealed 
had sunk 20 ft. during the past 50 years. 
A local mining consultant estimated that 
it could be expected to sink a further 20 
ft. in the next 50 years, the amount of 
movement varying in different parts of 
the site by up to 5 in. 


The firm’s technical director, MR. 
NEVILLE THOMPSON, States: ‘ We thus had 
a site which was sure to settle, probably 
unevenly, and which in the process would 
either expand or contract in any direc- 
tion. Up to 5 in. of subsidence could be 
expected in 12 months, accompanied by 
a stretching movement of up to 18 in.’ 


The solution was a structure based on 
frames spaced 20 ft. apart and carried on 
a reinforced strip of concrete. Each 
fourth frame was doubled in order to 
‘split’ the building into three. This 
enables any or all of these separate por- 
tions to move up and down without 
affecting the entire structure. The strips 
of concrete carrying the frames are tied 
together by high tensile steel wires to 
prevent the bases from spreading out- 
wards. The ‘walls’ are clad in light- 
weight aluminium sheeting to reduce

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Recent Work at the Building Research Station 


Investigations of Interest to Engineers 


THE WHOLE FIELD of building research 
has recently been reviewed by the 
Director of Building Research (1). It 
ranges over all aspects of the structural 
and functional behaviour of buildings, 
and embraces also the materials of con- 
struction, the construction processes, and 
the costs both of these and of subsequent 
maintenance. For the engineer, the work 
on structural behaviour, on materials of 
construction (including the ground of the 
foundation), and on construction pro- 
cesses and costs is of most interest. In 
this, the third periodical review of work 
at the Building Research Station, recent 
papers on each of these subjects will be 
briefly referred to. A bibliography is 
given at the end. 


Structural theory is the engineer’s 
main guide in building design, supple- 
menting, and at the same time nourish- 
ing, his creative intuition. It has a long 
history, though, in its present form, it is 
still comparatively young. One of the 
Station’s engineers, in a short series of 
papers (2), has traced some of this his- 
tory, with the intention of showing some- 
thing of the roles that different types of 
theory can play in design. In the past, 
theory was directly concerned with the 
forms that embodied a structure, so that 
its rdle was a very direct one. Today, it 
is concerned’ more with abstractions such 
as forces and stresses and strains that are 
independent of any particular form, so 
that its réle must always be a less direct 
one. It is also, now, a more varied rdle. 
The use made of modern theory by a 
Maillart, a Nervi or a Torroja is very 
different from the use made of it by a 
designer who details a structure solely 
in accordance with the relevant Codes of 
Practice. 


Structural Research 


Structural research at the Building 
Research Station is aimed partly at 
extending the general body of structural 
theory and partly at codifying this 
general body of theory into Codes of 
Practice and similar Standards. Some 
programmes are undertaken specifically 
to help in the redrafting of a particular 
Code. A recent example has been a series 
of tests (3) designed to check one of the 
revisions in the latest issue of BS 449, 
‘ The Use of Structural Steel in Building.’ 
This relates to the load-carrying capacity 
of concrete-encased steel stanchions sub- 
jected to axial and eccentric loading. 


In the 1948 edition of the Standard, 
the only structural benefit the designer 
could derive from such encasement was 
a reduction in the assumed slenderness 
ratio of the stanchion due to the stiffen- 
ing effect of the concrete. It has been 
shown that such stanchions can, in fact, 
be safely treated as composite sections in 
which a proportion of the direct load is 
carried by the concrete, acting at a stress 
of one-thirtieth of that in the steel. 


In the latest version of the Standard, 


A shear failure, under static load, of a simply-supported reinforced concrete beam 


design on this basis is allowed with the 
proviso that the working load shall not 
exceed twice that of the corresponding 
bare steel stanchion. This can result in 
savings of up to 30 per cent in the weight 
of steel section required. 


Lightweight Aggregates 


on reinforced concrete 
on lightweight 


Recent work 
has been concentrated 
aggregates and on shear. An increase in 
the production of reliable lightweight 
aggregates in this country has prompted 
an extensive investigation into their use 
in reinforced concrete. The first results 
of this work have now been summarised 
(4). They do not yet permit an exact pre- 
diction of the degree of protection 
against corrosion afforded by lightweight 
concretes, but they do suggest that cor- 
rosion in influenced more by the thick- 
ness of the cover provided and the quality 
of the concrete than by the nature of the 
aggregate. 


Comparative tests, using normal and 
lightweight aggregates, on _ reinforced 
concrete beams designed to fail by a 
breakdown of the bond between the con- 
crete and round mild-steel bars, show 
that the bond strength developed by 
lightweight concretes is less than that 
developed by a dense concrete of the 
same crushing strength. The bond 
stresses permitted by CP 114 should 
therefore be reduced. 


The influence of shear on the strength 
of normal reinforced concrete beams 
is much more complex than present 
Codes of Practice imply. There are so 
many interacting variables that a com- 
prehensive and practical method of 
design for shear is not easily arrived at 


and the relevant recommendations of 
the current Code do not appear to be 
adequate. A contribution (5) to the dis- 
cussion on a recent American paper, 
includes a summary of work at the Build- 
ing Research Station on shear strength 
under repeated loading. 


For practical purposes a beam may be 
considered to have failed in shear when 
a main diagonal crack has developed, 
although the load at which this occurs 
may be less than the maximum load 
which the beam could sustain. Using this 
criterion of failure, if a pulsating load is 
superimposed upon a static load repre- 
senting the design dead load, the highest 
value which can be applied for one 
million cycles without such cracking is 
only about 70 per cent of that sustained 
in static tests. 


Another note (6) describes a static 
loading test on a specially prepared beam 
in which a thin former was used during 
casting to produce two smooth-sided 
cracks similar in extent and position to 
the flexural cracks observed in other 
beams just before the onset of the main 
diagonal crack. The low failing load com- 
pared with that of a normal beam sug- 
gests that the forces developed by the 
interlocking of the aggregate along 
flexural cracks play an important part in 
determining the load at which the 
diagonal crack that will ultimately cause 
failure is likely to appear. 


Wind Loadings 


Wind loading on buildings can present 
many different problems. A recently 
issued Digest (7) explains how the results 
of meteorological observations have been 
interpreted in the design recommenda- 


fe 
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tions given in CP3, Chapter V. This 
Digest also discusses the results of recent 
wind-tunnel tests on models of rectangu- 
lar buildings with mono-pitched roofs 
with little slope, which show that with 
this form of construction the most severe 
conditions are likely to occur when the 
wind blows obliquely to the faces of the 
building. A more reliable method of 
estimating the wind forces on flat and 
shallow pitched roofs is proposed, to be 
used in conjunction with a load factor of 
three against uplift and overturning. 


One paper (8) comes from the Soil 
Mechanics Division of the Station. It 
gives details of the mechanical and 
physical properties of London clay at 
depths between 50 ft. and 160 ft. These 
have been determined from samples 
taken at the working face during tun 
nelling operations at a number of sites, 
and also by a study of the appearance of 
the working faces as mining proceeded. 

The importance of this type of investi- 
gation to supplement the findings of bore- 
hole exploration is twofold. First, visual 
observation at the tunnel face can throw 
light on structural characteristics of the 
formation that are not revealed by 
normal boring methods. Secondly, the 
opportunity can be taken to obtain rela- 
tively large samples for laboratory tests 
with the minimum risk of disturbance. 
Tests on specimens prepared in this way 
expose some shortcomings of the use of 
bored samples for the determination of 


physical characteristics, and indicate that 
the clay is stronger and less compressible 
than these samples suggest. 


A new series of papers under the 
general title ‘Factory Building Studies’ 
will deal with many aspects of design. In 
the first (9), the particular case of the 
multi-storey factory is discussed, and the 
wide range of considerations that can in- 
fluence both its main conception and the 
finer points of detail is outlined. Multi- 
storey construction may sometimes offer 
immediate economic advantages in terms 
of factory organisation and initial cost, 
but its long-term efficiency depends 
largely upon the extent to which changes 
in functional requirements can be pre- 
dicted and accommodated. An adequate 
appraisal of the effects of possible changes 
in manufacturing techniques is therefore 
a pre-requisite of a satisfactory design. 


Design Loads 


The fourth study of this series (J0) 
deals with design loads. Self-weights of 
the structure and its cladding should be 
simple to estimate, but this is not true 
of the superimposed loading. This load- 
ing may arise from so many different 
sources, temporary or permanent, that it 
is difficult to assess it with the accuracy 
that is desirable for economic design. To 
assist in this assessment, data have been 
compiled on the loads imposed by many 
types of machine, ancillary plant, service 
equipment and fittings. The importance

of anticipating future requirements, 
rather than designing solely for the 
present, is again stressed. 


Research on public water supply and 
drainage is proceeding along several lines. 
The high incidence of failures in under- 
ground drainage pipelines not due to 
faulty workmanship has prompted a 
detailed investigation into their design 
and construction. This has involved 
numerous laboratory tests using both 
ceramic and concrete pipes, and also a 
study of a large number of failures that 
have occurred in practice. 

The investigation is described in two 
papers (11), (12) and in two Digests (13). 
These recommend laying procedures 
which, in some cases, depart markedly 
from current practice. With both con- 
crete and ceramic pipes the difficulties of 
making the pipeline sufficiently strong to 
withstand the many combinations of load- 
ing that may be imposed on it are in- 
creased if rigid joints are used. By the 
use of rubber flexible-telescopic joints, 
some displacement of line of one pipe 
relative to the next. such as may result 
from local earth movements, can be 
safely accommodated, and the risk of 
failure due to thermal and moisture 
movements is reduced. 

For these joints to be effective, any 
concrete bed beneath the pipes must be 
discontinuous where the joints occur. A 
further advantage of their use is that time 
can be saved and the risk of damage

reduced by testing and backfilling im- 
mediately after completion of each 
section. 

The laboratory tests have shown little 
justification for the practice of providing 
‘in situ’ concrete surrounds for large- 
diameter concrete pipes. Under normal 
site conditions, the benefits are likely to 
be small in relation to the cost, and pipes 
that are sufficiently strong in themselves 
are to be preferred. Such pipes are now 
available in this country. 


Domestic Plumbing 

Recent developments. relating § to 
domestic plumbing and sanitation are 
considered (14) in contributions to a sym- 
posium convened by the Royal Society 
of Health. The consumption of water 
has increased so much in recent years 
that wastage by the consumer has become 
a much more serious matter. It can arise 
either from defects developed in an 
appliance or through the use of an 
appliance that is inherently wasteful. To 
reduce such waste, attempts are being 
made to improve the design of fittings. 
In the design of above-ground drainage 
systems, the application of scientific 
principles has already led to considerable 
economies, and attention has recently 
been focused on the possibility of extend- 
ing the now familiar ‘ single-stack plumb- 
ing ’ system for two-storey houses to high 
flats and public buildings. Recommenda- 
tions are given in a Station Digest (15). 

Numerous other papers deal with con- 
struction and costs. 

The use of mechanical equipment on 
the building site is growing rapidly. Most 
noticeable are the cranes, now available 
in a wide range that is described in 
another Digest (16). Other papers deal- 


ing with equipment 
look more closely at 
one type of crane— 
a Continental climb- 
ing crane designed 
for use on buildings 
of eight or more 
storeys (17)—and 
describe smaller 
pieces of equipment 
developed at _ the 
Building Research 
Station for use in 
the lifting and plac- 
ing of concrete and 
mortar (18), (19) and 
in the loading of 
packed bricks on to 
a lorry (20), (21). 

General questions 
of administration, 
site organisation and 
cost control are 
considered in three 
papers. One is par- 
ticularly concerned 
with cost control 
(22) and the others 
with the increasing 
dependence of pro- 
ductivity on efficient 
site organisation and 
office administration 
(23), (24) as more 
mechanical plant is 
introduced. The 
latter present the results of an exten- 
sive survey of the existing operational 
structures of the industry both in this 
country and on the Continent. 

In reducing costs, continued attention 
to details is also necessary. Recent sur- 
veys (25), (26) show that, although cement 
may be saved by using properly designed 
concrete mixes, since such mixes are 
leaner and drier, the saving will probably 
be more than offset by the extra time and 
labour spent in supervising, placing and 
compacting. Overall economy is more 
likely to be achieved by use of a concrete 
with a slump between 2 in. and 4 in. 
where vibration is used, or between 3 in. 
and 6 in. where hand compacted, with 
low-slump concrete used only where 
necessary to ensure a high durability. 
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Tests to compare the long-term outdoor behaviour of similar reinforced concrete 
beams cast with different aggregates, three lightweight and one normal. Each 
of the nearer beams was loaded initially until it cracked and then kept under load

Content: Progress in the use of the spon- 
sor’s method of making “reinforced concrete 
floors by the Plate system (fully described 
in an earlier film bearing that title). The 
developments described include the use of 
precast concrete slabs for some parts of the 
floor, in particular those which contain 
openings: the film shows how this facilitates 
constructional work, A loading test is 
shown in which the floor fails by shear at 
8 times the design load, without any cracks 
passing through the openings. Casting and 
erection of the columns and the positioning 
of precast concrete floor slabs and staircases 
are shown, also the pouring of those parts 
of the floor that are cast ‘in situ’; the film 
concludes with examples of the interiors and 
exteriors of buildings constructed by the 
Plate system. 

Appraisal: A straightforward and clear 
description of recent developments. The 
film will be most effective when shown in 
conjunction with the earlier film, but, even 
without this, is worth showing for tle sake 
of the interesting loading test sequence. The 
final sequence was visually very attractive, 
but seemed rather long and would have 
been improved by an appropriate com- 
mentary instead of the music.

Appraisal; A very good film indeed. The 
use of. diagrams and models is excellent. 
Most of the film is given over to the jacking- 
up processes, thus providing an opportunity 
for study of an operation which few people 
are able to witness. The use of music is 
rather a distraction in a film so suitable for 
serious study. 

Audience: Potential clients; general build- 
ing students; architects.

Forest Products Research 
Investigation into Properties of Home-Grown Timber 


IN ITS ANNUAL REPORT for 1959 the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory states that 
although research on home-grown timber 
has increased considerably during the 
period under review, the Forestry Com- 
mission considers that its research re- 
quirements are likely to increase even 
more over the next few years. Details of 
researches undertaken during 1959, 
given by the Director, Dr. F. Y. Hender- 
son, CBE, include work on_ specific 
gravity, twist and spiral grain, and the 
use of timber in laminated construction. 


Investigations by the laboratory are 
designed to assist the Forestry Commis- 
sion in deciding both the most 
economical way of using its timber and 
also its future planting policy. They in- 
clude important work on the structural 
and pulping properties of home-grown 
timber. 


Detailed studies are being carried out 
on the timber of various quality classes 
of Sitka spruce trees of saw mill size from 
several sites ranging from Devon to the 
south of Scotland. Analyses made so far 
of the specific gravity (one of the pro- 
perties indicating quality) of material 
from four regions in England and Wales 
have shown no significant differences 
among the regions and no evidence of 
any real relationship between specific 
gravity and site quality class as rated by 
foresters. 


Use in Laminated Construction 


In laminated construction research has 
shown that the gluing process does not 
change the strength properties’ of 


individual laminae. Consequently lami 
nated and sawn timber members of the 
same cross-section are equally strong 
when they are both of clear material and 
have the same moisture content. It is 
only when knots are present that 
laminating offers the possibility of higher 
design stresses. Extensive  investiga-

Technical Publications 


In view of the interest now shown in 
car parking facilities the Truscon Review 
ON MULTI-STOREY PARKING GARAGES, first 
published in 1957, has been revised and 
new material added. Contrary to the 
belief that parking garages need to be 
subsidised, it is stated that there is good 
reason to think that they can pay their 
way. An important subsidiary revenue, 
for instance, can be obtained by com- 
bining the building with an office block. 

American experience has shown that 
the omission of external walling can not 
only make an impressive saving in primary 
costs but also that certain objections to 
this form of construction, such as the fire 
risk involved, have been a good deal 
over-emphasised. Modern garages tend to 
be planned on one of two distinct systems, 
ramp or mechanical, and the booklet de- 
scribes the various types that have been 
evolved including one semi-mechanical 
system in Birmingham which is proving 
commercially profitable. The booklet is 
issued by Truscon Ltd., of 35-41 Lower 
Marsh, London, SE1. 


Another booklet on parking space is 
issued by Wilson Lovatt & Son, Ltd., of 
16 Grosvenor Crescent, SW1. This des- 
cribes the ‘STREAMLINE GARAGE,’ a rein- 
forced concrete structure where the floors 
are arranged in two spirals, one inter- 
leaved with the other, one floor for 
ascent, one floor for descent. What this 
gives, in effect, is a continuous roadway 
from entrance to exit with one-way 
traffic only. The roadway is 50 ft. wide, 
accommodating cars in diametrically 
opposed bays, leaving a central carriage- 
way 20 ft. in width. It is reported to 
have the high efficiency of 61.5 per cent.

AUSTRALIA.—Tenders have been called 
in the USA for the erection of the first 
oil refinery in South Australia.
